SCHOOL  HOUSES. 

Our  school  houses  have  received  excellent  care  from  both 
teachers  and  pupils,  and  the  interiors  we  believe  to  be  in 
about  as  good  condition  as  when  the  school  year  begun.  The 
school  board  recommends  that  next  year's  board  give  the  ex- 
terior of  the  houses  a  coating  of  paint  which  will  keep  them 
in  excellent  condition  for  some  years. 


SCHOOL  BOOKS. 

Under  our  present  law  of  furnishing  school  books,  we  con- 
not  expect  to  have  our  books  kept  in  first  class  order.  As  the 
pupil  does  not  expect  to  have  the  same  book  next  term  he  does 
not  have  that  feeling  of  carefulness  for  it  he  would  have  if  he 
owned  it  himself 

Then  the  blame  is  not  all  on  the  pupils,  for  the  publishers 
have  taken  advantage  of  the  laws  and  make  an  inferior  grade 
of  books.  In  some  instances  we  have  known  books  to  come 
out  of  the  covers  before  they  were  passed  to  pupils.

Our  older  teachers  are  too  well  known  to  need  comment, 
but  we  have  had  two  beginners  with  this  year.  They  have  all 
retained  the  same  schools  throughout  the  year  which  speaks 
general  satisfaction.  Miss  Frazier  has  shown  more  than  or- 
dinary zeal  in  her  work  and  we  believe  her  destined  to  become 
second  to  none  in  her  chosen  profession. 

In  conclusion  we  would  suggest  that  in  the  coming  school 
year  every  parent  would  appoint  himself  a  committee  of  one 
to  see  that  his  scholar  or  scholars  helps  keep  the  average  atten- 
dance as  near  to  the  whole  attendance  as  possible. 

The  school  board  wishes  to  extend  thanks  to  the  teachers 
and  scholars  as  well  as  the  parents  for  their  earnest  efforts  to 
make  this  a  profitable  school  year.
